COURT 


QUARTER SESSIONS KEEPS COURT BUSY, 


THOUGH CIVIL CASES GO OVER. 


Tho People Who Attend Court Ought to be 


Given a Ventilated Court 


Room, 


No one waa cool in court though there 


waa nothing specially to make them 
otherwise iu tbe proceedings It was 
not a question whether you could keep 
cool, no one could, they simply bad to 
swell whether they were doing some- 
thing or nothing. While the court room 
is tbe equal, i£ not superior, in appear- 
ance and Cnish to many other court 
rooms In Pennsylvania, jet there is a 
peculiarity about OUT court room which 
specially distinguishes it. Architects 
rally, scientifically and sanitarily it bas 
never known what it is to be ventilated. 
Tbe result is that in summer it ia not 
livable ia. 
1C becomes as hot as an 


oven. The air does not move. It j ust 
stays and sticks until it begins to smell 
foul and rank and the fouler it gets the 
closer it at»ys until you hardly know 
what kind of an animal pen you are in. 
Eight or ten years ago a ventilating 
plant was talked about which was guar- 
anteed to ventillate but it would have 
cost the county over $4000 and the 
county commissioners at the time said 
it was too much money. There has 
been nothing for the court, bar, jury- 
men, 
witnesses and spectators to do but 


perspire with coats on as tbe court de- 
lires, breath the sickening atmosphere 
nto the lungs and trust to Providence 
not to be overcome and to come out 
alive. Certainly the modern science of 
ventilating would be able to furnish a 
emedy which would work and we com- 
mend the matter to the Conrt and 
bounty Commissioners and bother the 
costs. The whole county that has to 
come to court in summer time would 
have the benefit. We saw men with 
shirts on tbat did not bave a dry thread 
•et they had been doing nothing but sit 
in chairs. The truth is that the room 
s a mnch worse proposition to country- 
men who are not ussd to be abut up in 
7our walls and a ceiling than to those 
who dwell and work within doors.

n the midst of thia heat and atmosphere 
ire the following: • 


The Commonwealth did not obtain 


many convictions In the casea tbat were 
ried. Aa stated last week Ellen Jane 
Freet agreed to allow herself to be found 


uilty of assault and battery if the 
raver charge was abandoned as waa 
one. After some of tbe evidence was 
n, in case oE Harry Stevens, tbe Court 
irdered defendant to be acquitted. Fred 
Cappes was found not guilty of carrying 
oncealed weapon and when he heard 
11 the evidence of wantongly pointing a 
un he plead guilty. 
The trial of Samuel Smith for carry- 


ng concealed weapon on information of 
I. F. Slonaker, was not concluded until 


Wednesday morning,. when the Conrt 
barged the j ury. Later a verdict ot not 
uilty was brought in, defendant to pay 
ie costs. It appeared by the evidence 
hat both Fred Kappes and Sam Smith 
ad partaken freely of a keg of beer and 


when the supply was exhausted started 
down town in Gettysburg, with revolv- 
ers, and when they stopped at a hotel 
the revolvers were displayed. Defense 
in both cases was that at no time were 
the weapons concealed and this brought 
about the acquittal of both, but on ac. 
count of the beer and unseeming con- 
duct they were punished with the costs 


The next caae tried was that of Com. 


vs. Howard Miller, and again the Com- 
monwealth lost. The charge was the i 


larceny of a set of buggy wheels on in- 
formation of I. Howard Moore. By tbe 
testimony it appeared tbat a stranger 
drove up to tbe farm of 'defenclant and 
after falling to trade borijga, or baggie?, 
the defendant diu trade tf set of buggy 
wheels on those on the vehicle ot tbe 
stranger and tbe exchangesof tbe wheels 
was immediately made. Xbe prosecutor 
claimed that.tbe wheels tbe defendant 
received from tbe stranger|»ere his prop- 
erty and tbe charge was 
two or tbrea days before/wheels were 
stolen the defendant bad been on his 
place picking blackberries 'Which tbe 
defendant admitted. At

WILLIAM A. KEPNER 
LEARNS TO LOV 


AMERICA BETTER AFTER A VISIT THERE 


He Aetlended Lectures in University to Prep» 


lor Work at Princeton During the 


Coming College Year. 


Prouder than ever that he is an Amer 


lean, and after a summer of hard stud 
in Germany, Mr. William A. Kepne 
stepped off the train the other day on 
visit he.re to his father and mother, Mr 
and Mrs, J. A. Kepner, Confederate 
avenue. 


Mr. Kepner is a graduate of Franklli 


and Marshall College, Lancaster, w&ere 
be also took a postgraduate course 
Later he went to the Philippines for twc 
years as a government school teacher 
Returning from the Islands early las 
spring Mr. Kepner spent some tim 
studying at his home in this place. In 
May he sailed from New York and on 
his arrival in Germany became a studen 
in the old university at Goettingen 
Here he attended lectures on inverte- 
brate zoology by Dr. Eyler, and on pale 
ontology by Dr. Koenen. Mr. Kepner1 


object in spending several months a 
this university was not only to attend 
lectures on the subjects which he bas 
made a special study but to acquire a 
better knowledge of the German Ian 
guage. The reason for this Is that thi 
greatest work of this day in the bigbe: 
sciences has been accomplished by thi 
professors in the German Universities 
For one who desires to pursue investiga 
tions in the sciences an accurate knowl 
edge of fierman is essential. 


Mr. Kepner's summer in Germany was 


in preparation for the work to be doni 
at Princeton University during the com 
ing year, which be will take up on Sep 
tember 20lh. As told in this paper, al 
the time, he has been awarded the Mauli 
fellowship at Princeton. The man hold 
ing this fellowship is given the use of the 
interest on $10,000, which will amount 
to about $500. It is not a position us 
teacher in the university that Mr. Kep 
ner will hold, although that is the ge& 
era! idea of a fellowship, but It Is a privi- 
lege, carrying with it financial support 
to worthy students, to enable them to 
carry on their studies in the higher 
sciences for which the studies in a college 
are only a preparation. 
He will devote 


a year to hard study of two importanl 
branches of biology and will have as asso- 
ciates and instructors in his work some 
of the brightest minds in America, 
privilege which has been coveted by 
many an ambitious student. 


Boarded With German Relormed Pastor. 
Mr. Kepner, during his atay in Ger- 


many, boarded with the German Re- 
formed pastor of the village, 'and from 
bis family received much kindness and 
hospitality. The German people, from 
iiia observation, live a simple and frugal 
life* They are not gluttons, if ttoy do 
drink beer and eat four meals a day. 
One American characteristic impressed 
him more than anything else daring big 
stay in Germany, that Ameriaans are 
gluttons, eat too much pastry and other 
rich foods. He took the home in which 
be was a guest for several months to be 
an average German family. 
Breakfast 


consisted of several rolls and a cup of 
coffee; for dinner, at noon, soup, boiled 
potatoes, without butter, and meat, 
mostly pork, was served ; at 3 ID the af- 
ternoon there were more rolls and coffee

about 7 in the evening. Tbe German 
people are fond of sausage '.and other 
styles of ground pork. One dish they 
serve frequently consists of pork meat 
ground up with tbe liver of the animal. 
He found tbe German diet frugal at first 
but soon found himself in better health 
than when subjected to the elaborate 
variety of American dishes. 


Women Work in Ihe Fields. 


One of the saddest features of the life 


of the German people is tbat most of the 
work on tbe farms Is done by women. 
This. Mr. Keener says, ia universally at- 
tributed to compulsory military service 
and tbe great standing army which robs 
the farms of the young men; this great 
standing army, superb in its drill, equip- 
ment and rigid military discipline, 
makes soldiers out of men that should 
be industrious citizens. Girla became 
prematurely aged from 
hard 
work. 


Women have the stern countenances of 
men when they pass the prime of life. 
Tbe first thing tbat strikes one is tbat 
there are no farm houses in the country, 
tbe farmers making their homes In the 
small towns. To an American's eye a 
German valley, viewed from a hill top, 
the red tiled roofa form a beautiful con- 
trast with the green of the fields and tbe 
forests, 
But when one enteis these 


villages this idea of beauty vanishes. 
Tbe houses are mostly long structures, 
the people living in one end of them and 
the animals at tbe other. The front 
doors are clean but at the rear of the 
long dwellings are the manure yards. 
.There ia a decided contrast between the 
small towns and the cities, which this 
American thinks are models some 
American cities would do well to follow. 
The forests are nearly all artificially 
planted and are kept so neat that they 
look like like parks. 


There Is no Sunday In Germany. 


Aside from tDe fact that ctmrct ser- 


vices are held, Sunday is very unlike any 
other day in the week. After dinner on 
tbe first Sunday Mr. Kepner was in Ger- 
many, Herr Pastor invited him to ac- 
company a party of young men on a geo- 
loglcaljeipedition. Tbe entire afternoon 
was spent on a bill, ten miles distant, 
to wbicb tbe party rode on the railroad, 
searching for rare specimens of atones. 
They walked borne, stopping at a beer 
garden for refreshment. It is not true 
that there is no water fit to drink in 
Germany for Mr. Kepner told tbe re- 
porter for the COMPILER that, be found 
several springs of nature's clear spark- 
Hag beverage. 


Student life in Germany, Mr. Kepner 


found to be much the same as In 
America; some go to study and others to 
take as mnch pleasure out of life as pos- 
sible. For both objects tbe German 
Universities are admirably equipped. 


Mr. Kepuer ia warm in hia praise of 


the high scholarship of the German pro- 
fessors. They have taken front rank in 
the world an account of their far reach- 
ing study and investigations. Although 
their salaries are less than those of 
American profeston, nowhere else is 
such zeal and devotion to the cause of 
education shown.

Sept 11,1347 he made an 
assignment for the benefit of creditors to 
Moses McClean who sold it to Isaac 
Deardorff now ia his 90th year, living 
in Gettysburg, and who had lived

The new lodge at the National Ceme- 


tery is not to be built at the point staked 
off south of the entrance. Its position 
at tbat spot would have done injury to 
tbe perspective of the Cemetery and of 
;be New York Monument. It would 
have hid from view that monument for 
a distance from the front. More than 
that it would have been out of harmony 
witb the surroundings. When any por- 
tion of the Cemetery would have been 
viewed from any point at which the 
New York Monument and tbe lodge 
would have been seen at the same time 
;here would have been made evident a 
lack of harmony, a want of symmetry 
ind a something not making for beauty 
with the rest of the picture. 


Uncle Sam hag decided to place the 


new building on the site of the old lodge. 
That is a much better location but—. 
It is a batter location because it will per- 
mit the Cemetery to oe preserved In all 
its refreshing beauty. It will be at a 
joint where one is accustomed to see a 
building and hence be leu in the way of 
the sight. It is better because it will do 
less injury to beauty, harmony and pro- 
portion. But is it not possible to find 
even a better Bite t 


Consider the present lodge for a mo- 


ment. It is low, squatty and unattrac- 
tive as compared with the •urroundinga. 
It is almost uninhabitable In summer 
time. Tbe half of a second story up 
against a tin roof makes a cramped hot 
upper iloor that Uncle Sam should be 
ashamed to expect human beings to live 
in. But we were not talking about liv- 
ing but the appearance of things. The 
approach and gateway of the Cemetery 
are One. The trees and grass are beau- 
tiful. The eye and through it the soul 
is charmed with everything In sight ex- 
cept the lodge "small and equally, witb 
its porch and ixicfc walk.facing the road. 
0«>ftrtb«'alHl tiemassl^nen ytt.im- 
piicity, gracefulness and strength of the 
New York Monument Is met. Every- 
where there is beauty and proportion, 
except where tbe lodge U in sight. Even 
tbe tool bouse witb its covering of vinei 
does not offend aa it did at first or as 
tbe lodge does. 


Would a new lodge of yellow brick be 


any better, though giving the Superin- 
tendent tbe conveniences to which he is 
entitled. In our opinion it would not. 
If severely plain it would look like a box 
and it must be enlarged greatly upon 
tbe present lodge and that would ro«an 
that its lines would creep upon those of 
the entrance both in breadth and height 
and so do it.jury to tbe approach. It it 
would be ot a fussy architecture with its 
yellow brick then it would be out of bai- 
mony witb the simple beauty of tbe rent 
of tbe Cemetery and be an eye sorr. One 
would turn with relief from tbe pile ot 
yellow brick to tbe green of ground and 
tree, to tbe royal avenue of maples, to 
tbe simple towerings proportions of tbe 
New York Monument, to the simple 
titrong beauty of tbe National Monu- 
ment, to that harmony everything 
speaks of, specially the distant monu- 
ment watching over the sleep of tbe 
heroic dead. 


Do you want to bear what would be 


done if we were Uncle Sam. The stone 
wall on tbe north of tbe property along 
the street and abutting near the ap- 
proach is not in keeping with entrace. 
It would come away for a hundred feet 
or more. Then the lodge would go on 
the line or over the line on land that 
might be acquired. Tbe building would 
go ao far back as to do no barm to the 
gateway approach. Between tbe road- 
way and tbe lodge there would be a car- 
pet of green grass, aleo between lodge 
and iron fence in front there would be 
green grass and flowers more abundantly 
than at present.

They 
say that the filter at the plant on Marsh 
Creek is perfect and can not be responsi- 
ble for the leeches, yet that Is no answer 
for the leeches, which do come out of 
the pipes in town. Morf thaaado/.ea 
oitl/ens have corroborated the experi- 
eiico of the several first mentioned as to 
the leeches. Must this go on until each 
director or stockholder sees for himself 
wlut others have seen or perhaps flnds 
one lu his mouth.

We have heard a most reasonable ex- 


planation for the presence of the leeches 
iu the water and it ia this: One who 
ought to know says the water plant at 
the creek is flrst class and that the work 
of filtering Is done properly and that we 
do have pure mountain water by way of 
Marsh Creek, but that the reservoir at 
East Cemetery Hill is tbe cause of the 
present condition. It is said to be con- 
nected with the mains and to teem with 
living matter, fish, leeches, frogs, etc. 
0. he reservoir has not been cleaned out 
for years. There is no reason, if such 
be tbe fact, why the reservoir shou Id not 
be emptied and thoroughiy cleaned, the 
mains in town emptied and flushed and 
every customer given a chance to get 
pure leecbless water from the Marsh 
Creek plant. It ought to be a matter of 
but a short space of time to do this. 
There has been no scaroltr of water so 
as to make this step inadvisable. 
It 


might only require tbe company to pay 
for the pumping what Is a free gift to It 
to flu up the system after emptied and 
pay for cleaning tbe reservoir. 


We have good water but let as have a 


chance to get it by cleaning out the 
reservoir. Delays are dangerous with 
impurities in water. A delay until an 
epMemic of typhoid should strike us bv 
reason thereof would be an outrage. 
Joe sickness of even one citizen would 
be paying too heavy a penalty if It could 
bei avoided. Let the reservoir be cleaned, 
let the mains and pipes be flushed of 
every drop of old water, let as have the 
fresh pure water we are entitled to.

Seven districts saw 
so little importance in sending delegates 
hat they were not represented.

V. Heiks; for Jury Commissioner J. B.

•y C. B. Jacobe; for Coroner, Dr. Henry 
tawart, of Gettysburg, was nominated. 
These were the only names placed be- 


ore the convention and the nominations 
were made by oue of the secretaries casi- 
ng the ballot.

STRANGE STORY OF GHOSTLY VISITORS 


al THE CONOWAGO CHAPEL. 


Thwc Ar* M»ny Who Btline th» Story- 


No Figurt Is S««n—Only Raps 


Heard. 


When a Philadelphia paper, on a re- 


cent Sunday, printed astory to the effect 
that there was a ghost or spirit at the 
Conowago Chapel near McSherryatown, 
there were many skeptical remarks by 
Ihoee who do not believe that spirits 
manifest themselves in mortal realms. 
With a desire to verify or contradict this 
remarkable story a reporter for the COM- 
PILER baa made inquiries and baa found 
those who believe the story, but make 
exceptions in two points in the report. 
The Philadelphia paper speaks of "the 
dim outlines of a priestly figure," and 
says that Bav. Father Halftcrmeyer, the 
priest in charge, "has found it impossible 
to keep an assistant," on account of the 
•visit* of the spirit. Neither of these 
statement* is correct. 


There have been, however, some re- 


markable manifestations of a spirit in 
the pastor's house ot the old chapel that 
has stood for a hundred years a mark at 
the devotion of the early Catholic set- 
tlers In this county. But its visits, for 
whether the spirit be male or female no 
one ciui tell, frighten no one, more than 
momentarily. 
The priests who have 


heard the rappings say that it is probably 
some departed spirit, now in the realms 
of the beyond, who needs the prayers o£ 
the Church. On this .subject there has 
long been dispute whether the spirits of 
the departed have the power to ret urn to 
earth. In the minds of the priests they 
certainly come to barm no one, but 
rather for intercession and prayer. More 
than one man has felt the presence of a 
guardian spirit urging his steps toward 
the right and the good. 


For nearly four years strange rappings 


have been heard in the pastor's house. 
They first appeared about the time the 
Superior took the Jesuits away fi*m the 
Conowago Chap:!. 


Late one Saturday night while a new 


pastor-ln-cbarge was preparing his an 


nouncements for the following Sabbat] 
he was startled by three load rspsoc tb 
toor beneath his chair. He wat fright 
ened only for a moment and resumed hi 
task. A few moments later three' lon< 
rapssoanded on the door, as of sonieoc 
pounding with brass knuckles. "In the 
name of God, Who are you ?" be anoatei 
but as there was no response be opened 
the door only to gaze Into an empty hall 
Realizing that it must hare been a iplri 
the priest closed the door with the re- 
mark, "God'give you peace." 
* 


ID the priest's room was a prayer atoo 


used in the private devotions of the pas- 
tor-ln-charge. 
This stool frequently 


gave forth creaking sounds as of some 
one kneeling upon it. Thinking that 11 
was simply from the fact that the varn- 
ish was drying in on the wood of the 
stool he paid little attention to it. Once 
however three raps came from the stool. 
Then the priest devoutly knelt on the 
stool and said a prayer for the souls oi 
the departed. The creaking ceased for 
a time. 


A singular fact concerning the rap- 


pings is that they often occur simultan- 
eously at two doors opening in the same 
ball. Hearing the raps the rector aud 
his assistant have frequently opened the 
doors of their rooms, which are adjoin- 
ng, at the same time, only to -gaze into 
each other's faces, with up one in the 
ball. Early in Eev. Father Halftermey- 
er's administration the second floor of 
the pastor's house was remedied and the 
partitions between the roams changed. 


The night after the change* had been 


made the rappings at the two doars was 
again heard.

Difference** In Woodu. 


Timber is classed as hard or soft and 


the main point ot difference between 
the trees that produce these classes Is 
that the sol't wooded tree has "needle 
leaves," slim, narrow and almost uni- 
form in breadth, while the hard wood 
trees have broad leaves of various 
shapes. 
Again, some soft wood trees 


carry cones, such trees being termed 
conifers. Resin, too. is more character- 
istic of solt than of hard wood. To the 
class of^soft woods belong the pines, 
spruces and Iks, and the most common 
examples of these arc yellow pine, 
white lir, pitch pine and spruce or red 
fir. In the commoner hard woods are 
oak, 
beech, mahogany, nsh, walnut, 


plane, elm, birch and ebony.
